Price stabilization officials said 
they would conduct a quick sur- 
very of conditions in the 560,000 
food stores to see if “emergency” 
relief from present grocer price 


ceilings is needed. The officials, 
indicated, however, that over-all 
grocery price adjustments would 
not come for some time. 

Your corner grocer took his 
plea for a bigger margin of profit 
to the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion yesterday, through the Retail 
Food Distributors Industry ad- 
visory committee. The committee 
represents both independent and 
chain grocers. 

Price control officials said the 
requested increase might add one- 
half to 1 per cent to the country’s 
present food bill. 

Committee Explains Need. .. 
The advisory committee told the 
OPS that the grocers need to 
enlarge their present over-all 
profit margin by two pércentage 
points. 

The requested increase in 
across-the-counter grocery profits 
came atop three developments 
this week bearing on food prices: 
1, OPS Wednesday gave thous- 
ands of manufacturers, processors, 
refiners and. others — including 
businesses preparing meat, milk, 
butter and other foods for the 
retail market—permission to ap- 
ply for higher ceiling prices. 

This was done on the basijs of 
the Capehart amendment to the 
price controls law.

of a tax shake-down by two men 
who claimed to represent a 
Washington clique of tax officials. 

Grunewald was linked to the 
case in the secret testimony of 
Charles Oliphant, resigned chief 
counsel of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. The testimony, made pub- 
lic yesterday by Chairman Cecil 
R, King (Dem.), California, chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means subcommittee, indicated 
Grunewald had talked to Oliphant 
at Oliphant’s home. The subject 
of the conversation was the case 
against Teitelbaum and his part- 
ner, Paul R. Simon. 

Speed-Up Angle Studied. 

What investigators would like 
to know is whether Gruenwald 
asked for a speed-up of the case 
and, if so, why. 

Oliphant, who has admitted that 
he owes Grunewald $1300, told 
the subcommittee in secret session 
that he .informed Grunewald the 
Teitelbaum-Simon case probably 
would not be regarded as a 
“racketeer” case.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP) — 
Why didn’t someone blow a bugle 
pat Pearl Harbor 10 years ago and 
wake up America? One soldier 
did. He blew four bugle calls on 
that historic day. Just before the 


Japanese struck; he sounded a 
summons to religious service. 

“I had just finished blowing 
church call that morning when it 
happened,” said Bill O’Brien, 32 
years old, now a bartender at 
Moriarty’s Chop House on West 
Fifty-first street. Bill became a 
sergeant and a machine gun man 
in the fight-back Pacific days, but 
he was only a private then. 

He recalls his bugle-blowing 
only as an episode that was per- 
sonally less dangerous than later 
frontline service. He got the job 
because, as he says, some years 


before a retired Army colonel 
passed around some free bugles 
among the kids in his neighbor- 
hood and he worked on one until 
he could blow the calls well. 
24-Hour Duty Trick. 

“As: a. bugler of the guard 
there in Hawaii I had a 24-hour 
duty trick,” he recalled. “I blew 
taps the night before, then napped 
with friends running the guard- 
house.” 

On that December morning it 
was the end half of his second 
day on bugle guard. He woke 
fromehis nap and was lucky to 
breakfast on two fried eggs. 

“They were cold then,” he said. 
“Some guys got up and ate them 
and went back to bed. I blew the 
four-note call for attention, the 


gun boomed, the flag went up. 

“It was a beautiful sight. If 
there ever was a fort run right, 
that was it. It wos a wonderful 
morning, fair and‘clear, and in 
Hawaii it is usually raining.” 

Church Call Sounded. 

After blowing reveille, O’Brien 
had nothing to do until 7 a.m. 
Then he blew church call. 

Then, waiting to sound a sec- 
ond church call, O’Brien went 
into a building of his own Coast 
Artillery outfit, whose weapons 
were .50-caliber machine guns. He 
was writing a letter to a school- 
mate and the building started to 
vibrate. 

He wrote, “Something funny is 
happening here.” 

He remembers: 

“I went outside. Guys came out 
with shaving cream on their 
faces, half-naked, mouths open. 
We were about a mile from the 
harbor. : 

“I saw the black smoke columns 
going up, the silver planes darting 
down. To tell you the truth, I 
didn’t know what it was. I even 
went back inside to finish my 
letter.” 

A lieutenant burst in, clad only 
in pajamas, and cried, “The Japs 
are bombing Pearl Harbor. Where 
is the colonel?” 

Call to Arms. 

O’Brien says that even then 
he thought the lieutenant was 
crazy. But soon after the colonel 
showed up in full uniform, and 
the first order he gave was, “Bu- 
gler, sound the call to arms.” 

So O’Brien, for the first and 
last time in battle, blew: 

“To arms,.to arms; 

“Get your guns get your guns, 

“Get your guns get your guns, 

“Get them from the stacks, 

“Get them from the racks.” 

What happened after that is the 
said story of Pearl Harbor. 
O’Brien’s summary: 

“It seemed no sooner than I 
blew the call than everyone was 
there. Mention my colonel — 
Harold Muller. I thought he was 
a fine soldier. He was cool. He 
kept his head. He didn’t get ex- 
cited. . . . And God knows I 
don’t love colonels,” 

That was the last time Bill 
O’Brien blew a bugle call in war. 
He kept the bugle a long time, 
even after the Army promoted 
him from private to sergeant and

made him a machine gunner he 
held on to the bugle because, 
“I just didn’t want to give it 
back sto the Army—I felt it was 
mine.” 

He finally lost it at last in the 
flaming landing on Saipan. 

“But” said Bill, “never mind 
my bugle. Please put in that my 
outfit finally knocked down 17 
enemy planes.” :

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Health Council Provides 
$500 for Pilot Study 
With View to More 
Comprehensive Survey. 


Representatives of public and 
private health agencies through- 
out the state have undertaken the 
first step in a program aimed at 
improving medical care ior in- 
digents in Missouri, it was re- 
ported yesterday by Donald E. 
Pratt, president of the Missouri 
Health Council. 

Pratt, who is executive secre-

He said $500 had been appro- 
priated by the Health Council for 
a pilot study to determine wheth- 
er it would be worthwhile to use 
available philanthropic funds for 
a comprehensive study of health 
resources.

Some counties are 
able to care for their own indi- 
gent and should do so, and state 
aid should be limited to those 
that cannot, he said.

Because I replaced the pint of blood 
in her behalf, this entire charge was 
canceled from her bill at the hospital. 

Since then, on numerous occasions, I 
have given more blood for others, but 
in all these newer cases, the hospital 
required two and not one pint of blood 
returned to them for each pint given, 
and still there was a cash charge for 
the mechanics of the transfusion. 

What kind of an arrangement is this, 
and’ why is it necessary? Also, what 
about the blood donors in these cases? 
What happens when they or some mem- 
ber of their family needs blood? Is it 
again necessary that they hunt up peo- 
ple to repay double what their needs 
might be? - : 

, for one, am a little out of patience 
with this kind of an arrangement, and 
it could be possible that others feel the 
same as I do, and. that might be the 
reason for the slow response to the ap- 
peal for blood donations to the Red 


I also understand that there is now 
an arrangement whereby the Red Cross 
will supply blood without charge to 
blood donors and their families. If so, 
why isn’t there more publicity given 
this fact? Maybe an explanation of 
this kind would clarify this question in 
the minds of the people and help to 
bring in more donors.

The St. Louis Blood Center of the 
American Red Cross provides the total 
blood needs of 21 hospitals in St. Louis 
‘and some 20-odd more in nearby coun- 
ties. Blood is provided to all other 
hospitals in this region in emergencies, 
and no charge is, made by the Red 
Cross for such blood. 

In addition to the blood provided for 
civilian hospitals; large quantities are 
being shipped for the Department of 
Defense either as whole blood direct 
to Korea or blood to be processed into 
dried plasma shipped to commercial 
laboratories in this country. 

When blood reaches a civilian hospi- 
tal at least two steps are necessary on 
the part of the hospital before blood 
can be used on the patient: First, it

friends of recipients of such blood pro- 

vide donors then blood supplies for such 
: would be exhausted. 

We have worked out plans with sev- 
eral groups wherein they furnish donors 
equal to one-third of their number each 
year to insure the groups, plus depen- 
dent members of their families, an 
adequate supply for a 12-month period.

Aroused by the scandals still multiplying on 
the political scene, Joseph Alsop has performed 
a useful service in pointing out that for every 
politician who accepts unethical gifts or pay- 


So far as honest bids for contracts and the 
like are concerned, the influence peddler has 
little to offer except his knowledge of govern- 
ment agencies. This is knowledge which need hot 
be purchased from dubious characters. Business 
firms or trade associations can use staff men in 
Washington to expedite legitimate business. 


The elimination of the influence peddler 
alone, however, would not eliminate corruption. 
The influence peddler, after all, is only a mid- 
die man. Officeholders could accept bribes and 
contributions directly. So far as the dishonest 
individual is concerned, there is no alternative 
to exposure and punishment.

But in politics much of the laxness about 
money stems from the high cost of being elected 
to public office. Even on the municipal level, a 
successful campaign may well cost more than 
the winner can earn in his term of office. If all 
that money were to come out of the office-seek- 
er’s own pocket, very few of our public offices 
would be filled. 

So the political party finances political cam- 
paigns. But where does it get the money? And 
how? Some persons, dedicated to principles and 
causes, make contributions, Jobholders pay “in- 
surance.” Others, hoping for appointments, also 
contribute. But neither legitimate gifts nor the 
lug are sufficient to defray intensive state cam- 
paigns, let alone the fantastic drive ,for votes 
conducted throughout the nation every four 
years. Big money is needed. 

So far, no legal limitations have prevented its 
collection. Politicians and their supporters quick- 
ly learn how to get over such ceilings. As the 
Ohio and Maryland revelations indicate, enforce- 
ment is not vigorous. Where political money is 
concerned, looking the other way becomes a 
habit. So the money is raised. The obligations 
are assumed. And it is little wonder that “fa- 
vors” are handed out. 

European democracies have met this problem 
to some extent by paying campaign expenses out 
of public funds. This removes the excuse for 
accepting those. obligating contributions which 
can so easily slip into downright corruption. It 
also makes a candidate’s chance of election less 
dependent on the amount of money at his com- 
mand. In the United States, it would let the 
voters know much better than they now know 
just how much it costs to elect a Mayor, a Gov- 
ernor or a President. 

o . . 

True, the vast amounts now spent in political 
campaigns would be a serious expense to the 
public treasury. But it is highly doubtful wheth- 
er so much money actually must be put out to 
acquaint the electorate with the records and the 
platforms of .the candidates. 

Campaigning at public expense certainly 
would be a radical change in the American way 
of doing things. But in view of European experi- 
ence, it is by no means impossible of achieve- . 
ment. Those who benefit most by the present 
system would fight hardest against the innova- 
tion. They are ever ready to dismiss suggested 
reforms as the impractical ideas of dreamers. 
They could even honestly say that the reform 
would not end all corruption. 

No doubt, the human race will always have 
its share of thieves and scoundrels. But if the 
American people are to hope for more than a 
periodical clean-out of rascals, they will have to 
give some serious thought to the machinery 
which makes the way into public life so easy for 
rascals, and which tempts even honest men to 
look the other way when it comes to campaign 
funds, patronage and “the fruits of victory.”

Eden Votes With Russia 

Britain’s support for White Russia as a mem- 
ber of the Security Council is not going to strew 
Winston Churchill’s path to Washington with 
roses. Greece is the American candidate and our 
representatives are doing their best to prevent 
the General Assembly from electing a Moscow 
satellite. It would be politic and prudent for 
Britain to go along. ' 

Just because this would be the expedient 
course, however, we confess to a sneaking ad- 
miration for Messrs. Churchill and Eden in their 
decision to vote for White Russia, The truth is 
that under a gentleman’s agreement reached sev- 
eral years ago, this seat on the Security Council 
should be allotted to a member of the Soviet 
bloc. American policy has repudiated the agree- 
ment, doubtless on the ground that Moscow has 
broken many of its pledges, but the truth is that 
this is not a very good reason for breaking an 
agreement, 

Nor can much actually be gained, except the 
rather trivial triumph of winning a roll-call, by 
keeping a second member of the Soviet bloc off 
the Security Council. The second member would 
not have the right of veto, and the extra vote it 
gave the Soviet Union would scarcely be crucial 
in view of the West’s inevitable domination of 
non-vetoable issues. In a small way, the British 
have asserted their independence in U.N. affairs, 
and are entitled to a certain respect for it.

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Cutting Down in Tokyo 
Reports from Tokyo that the Army appears 
downright reluctant to give up any of the power 
and special privilege it granted itself during the 
occupation are most. disturbing. 


For, as David McConnell reports from the 
Japanese capital, the actions of Gen. Ridgway’s 
command in what should be the last few months 
of Army control may well mean the difference 
between good and bad relations between this 
country and Japan.

Judge George H. Moore of the U..S. Dis- 
trict Court, St. Louis, Missouri, former Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, on Dec. 26, 1944, 
confirmed Frank Thompson as sole Trustee 
of the St. Louis-San Francisco railway, op- 
erating out of St. Louis, and permitted his 
brother, Guy, to remain as Trustee of the 
Missouri Pacific, also operating out of St. ° 

_ Louis and competing with the Frisco. Thus, 
these two competing carriers have since’ 
been operated out of the same law office. 


The reference to Judge Moore is in an uncom- 
plimentary vein, and the reference to his having 
been Collector of Internal Revenue is hauled in 
by the scruff of the neck, not being germane to 
the subject, but the authors apparently feeling 
that it was pretty darn germane to the vein. 

We can remember away back to the Depres- 
sion. when the banker was the villain of the 
piece coast-to-coast.

Southern Negro Voters Look to 1952

They intend to function as Democrats, and may be a brake on 
States’ Rights secessions like that of 1948; their leaders expect 
growing political power to put an end to terrorism at the ballot 
box;, the old machines have warning against their old attitudes.

A swifter rate of change in the political 
patterns of most Southern states is inevit- 
able with the 1952 election. One sees, for 
example, a Negro, Kermit Parker, as a 
candidate for nomination as Governor of 
Louisiana and five Negroes in New Orleans 
seeking nomination to the Legislature. 

What is phenomenal about this is that 
these Negroes are not out to break the 
Solid South, but to join it. They are 
avowed Democrats, seeking votes in next 
winter’s Democratic primary. Until quite 
recently, the Democrats in most of the 
South had a “white primary,” by party 
rule or by law. 

Negro candidates can be expected to 
appear, as Democrats, in practically every 
state of the South: 

The aim is not to win public office, at 
least not yet. Rather the plan is to induce 
Negroes to register and to take part in the 
process of government which touch them 
most directly, in city, county and state. 

There are more than five million Ne- 
groes of voting age in the 11 states of the 
old Confederacy. In South Carolina they 
comprise almost 40 per cent of the total 
population of voting age; in Mississippi, 
nearly 50 per cent. 

Once the awareness of their potential 
strength is fixed, it will be put to use, 
first of all, to oppose tradition and reac- 
tion in politics. 

One of the convulsions which made this 
course possible — to the conventional 
Southern politician the most cataclysmic— 
was the Supreme Court’s decision in 1944 
in the Texas case of Smith vs. Allwright. 


Reaction of the Old Guard 


The court said that a primary election 
was an integral part of the total electoral 
process. There could be, then, no such 
thing as an exclusive white primary. 

The first scheme for muffling this state- 
ment of natural equality was hatched in 
South Carolina. Olin Johnston, now Sena- 
tor and then Governor, called the Legisla- 
ture into special session to wipe from the 
statutes every mention of primary elec- 
tions. Thus, it was argued, there would be 
no link between government and the ma- 
chinery of party nominations. The primary 
would be the affair of a private organiza- 
tion, a club. 

The Negro) of. course, did vote. The 
courts pointed out that “private clubs and 
business organizations do not vote and 
elect a President of the United States, and 
the Senators and members of the House 
of Representatives.” The Democratic party 


emphasis equal to that of the 1944 predic- 
tions that no Negro will ever go to a white 
public school in South Carolina. 


In North Carolina Negroes are going to 
the state university; they are running for 
office and occasionally being elected. Ne- 
groes are members of city councils in Fay- 
etteville, Greensboro and Winston-Salem. 

In Tennessee, two Negroes are in Nash- 
ville’s ap fer nome 
, mm 16 Southern cities, there are 417 Ne- 


gro policemen, and 468 Negroes are in 
managerial-professional posts (physician, 
social worker, nurse, municipal judge, 
etc.). More than 110 job classifications 
above the unskilled level are held by Ne- 
groes. 

Negro leaders feel that the time is past 
(or passing) when violence preceded elec- 
tion days. They feel that large registra- 
tions and representative voting will put 
an end to it entirely, for the obvious rea- 
son that tolerance, even if only forced, 
comes with political strength. 


The Negroes of the South are not seek- 
ing conflict in the sense of active, heated 
controversy. 


Looking to the Future 


Strange to say, the Southern Negro, who 
might be thought to be more rebellious 
and eager for quick results because of long 
rejection, is more conservative than his 
brothers elsewhere. 

His leaders are more realistic. They want 
to consolidate their gains for practical pur- 
poses, and this is why they will remain 
Democrats. The Democratic party is the 
only medium for selection of state and lo- 
cal officers; its nominees are almost auto- 
matically elected. 

By invoking normal, rather than revo- 
lutionary, political action, the Southern 
Negro leader actually seeks to prove that 
his people are better Democrats than those 
who have rejected him for so long. ‘ 

It is expected that between two and 
three million Southern Negroes will regis- 
ter for the 1952 primaries. There might be 
more. In any case, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that there will be a substantial warn- 
ing to the old machines to look sharp to 
their control and to the necessity of ameli- 
orating rigid old attitudes. 


Already, changes have come. Negroes 
can be candidates in Louisiana because the 
party organization has accepted the facts 
of the situation. Before October 2 one of 
the qualifications of a candidate in a Dem- 
ocratic primary there was that he should 
be a “white person.” This was changed to 
“a registered Democrat.” It may be a

“The greatest area of conflict 
between the- Roman Catholic 
Church and American democracy 
is our public schoolls, the cradle 
of our democracy,” Paul Blanshard 
declared in an address here last 
. hight. 

Blanshard, author of the book, 
“American Freedom end Catholic 
Power,” spoke to 4750 persons, 
3800 of whom heard him in the 
Scottish Rite Cathedral, 3637 Lin- 
dell boulevard. Two overflow 
crowds were seated in Central 
Seventh Day Adventist Church, 
Lindell boulevard and Spring 
avenue, and Sheldon Memorial, 
3836 Washington boulevard. They 
listened over a telephone-public 
address system, and Blanshard 
made a brief appearance at both 
places. 

*“When religious denominations 

quarrel over public money for 
their schools, the whole commu- 
nity suffers,” Blanshard said. 


Experience of France. 

“The experierce of France 
should be a warning to the United 
States not to yield an inch’ in 
..aintaining the princinle of 
church-state senaration. The Ro- 
man Catholic Church in France 
recently won a long fight, which 
began in 1905, for public revenues 
for its schools. Pope Pius XII, in 
an address in September, indorsed 
the idea of equal legislative ap- 
propriations for Catholic and pub- 
lic schools. If this principle is 
adopted in the United States, 
American taxpayers will be called 
upon to support a competing de- 
nominational school system. 

“Federal aid for education has 
been blocked in Washington for 
four years by the Catholic hier- 
archy’s degislative bloc. The Cath- 
olic Church as a foreign power 
directs American citizens to boy- 
cott the public schools. In respect 
to our public schools, Cardinal 
Spellman is an agent of a foreign 
power, he is ordered from Rome 
to oppose American public schools. 

“The Catholic people in the 
United States are loyal believers 
in democracy, but the hierarchy 
of their church has imposed a 
rule upon them without their con- 
sent which is not consistent with 
American freedom. I refer to 
Canon 1374, which declares that 
Catholics cannot attend public 
schools without special permis- 
sion from their bishops. 

“I do not believe that citizens 
who indorse such a boycott of the 
public schools should be elected 
to school boards. ... 

“The defeat of Mark Clark as 
ambassador to the Vatican seems 
almost certain. The majority of 
American Catholics don’t want an 
ambassador to the Vatican be- 
cause they also believe in the 
separation of church and state.. 

Truman’s Motive. 


“T think President Truman’s 
motive in making the nomination 
was to influence Catholic-domi- 
nated, big city political machines, 
but he will lose more votes than 
he gains. His argument that we 
would be sending an ambassador 
to the Vatican as a political state, 
and not as a church, is diluted 
political eyewash. You can’t di- 
vide the Pope and send an am- 
bassador to half of him. 

“Not one non-Catholic country 
in the world now sends a full 
ambassador to the Vatican. 

“Our founding fathers meant 
that church and state should be 
cleanly separated. In the begin- 
ning, the Catholic belief in a par- 
tial union of church and state 
raised no serious problems; for 
less than one per cent of the 
total population of the United 
States was Catholic at the time of 
the Revolution. But today the

The Vati- 
can is perfectly ready to stomach 
dictatorships if they are Catholic, 
like Franco or Peron. Its opposi- 
tion to Communism is very large- 
ly based on self-interest — the 
Catholic Church is fighting for its 
life in Europe. 

“So signally has the Vatican 
failed to halt Communism that 
the second largest Communist 
party in the world is in its own 
home country, Italy. ... 

“I have always hated people 
who were intolerant.

YOUTH FELLOWSHIP SUPPORTS

More than 3,500,000 men and 

women under 25 are in the armed 
services, the National Council of 
Churches reported this week. Of 
this number, approximately 70 
per cent are of Protestant back- 
ground, but only a little more 
than a third of these are affili- 
ated with any church. 
The council and its general 
commission on chaplains are 
sponsoring the new United Fel- 
lowship of Protestants, a youth 
organization which will supple- 
ment the regular religious serv- 
ices of the chaplaincy.

PEORIA, Ill, Dec. 8 (AP)—David Blair Owen, blamed by a 
New York judge of morally debasing three basketball players in his 
position as president of Bradley University, was joined today by 
school Officials and townspeople in labeling the blast as “unfair.” 


Owen, who rose from the job 
of sports publicitor to the $14,000 
per year president of Bradley, was 
assailed yesterday by Judge Saul 
S. Streit. Judge Streit fired his 
broadside after giving suspended 
sentences to three former Bradley 
basketball players on charges of 
conspiracy to fix games. 

The three are Gene Melchiorre, 
George Chianakis and William 
Mann. 

Judge Streit accused Owen of 
giving university sanction to 
“moral debasement” of the three 
former players who had pleaded 
guilty to the charge. 

“Corrupted and Demoralized.” 

In handing down his. decision, 
Streit declared all three were 
corrupted and demoralized by a 
system which set athletic success 
above education.” 

Streit denounced Owen for “his 
acquiescerce” in the three play- 
ers’ “subsidization, and by his ex- 
tensive traveling with the mem-

"SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 8 (AP) 
Eleven California Communist 
Party leaders in Los Angeles coun- 
ty jail since July may be free on 
bail this weekend. 

They were armed with a new 
court order today, substantially re- 
ducing the amount of bail they 
must raise to gain their liberty, 
and a defense attorney said he 
was almost certain they would be 
able to raise it quickly. 

The ninth United States court: 
_Of appeals yesterday reversed a 
lower court refusal to cut bail 
from $50,000 each. Five of the ac- 
cused Reds won reductions to 
$5000 and six othegs to $10,000. 

The Government had asked for 
the high bail to discourage the 
defendants from fleeing the coun- 
try. But the appeals court, in a 
6 to 1 order, sided with defense 
attorneys’ argument that such bail 
Was unreasonable. 

One of the 11, William Schneid- 
erman of San Francisco, is iden- 
tified by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation as acting head of 
the Communist party in the 
United States. He won reduction 
to $10,000 bail. 

The order also covered reduc- 
tion to $10,000 for a twelfth de- 
fendant.

They just wave their arms and say 
it ought to do something here and something else 
there, and when it gets through doing a lot of

Bauer cannot remember the time when he was 
not fascinated by things mechanical. Born in St. 
Louis, he attended the old Manual Training School, 
then at Seventeenth street and Washington avenue, 
finished Blair School and took up a mail-order 
course in mechanical engineering while helping a 
machine shop operator with the building of gasoline 
engines. Next Bauer took a job as a tool and die 
maker for an adding machine company, and then 
for several years lived on the Pacific Coast; where 
he constructed apparatus and made instruments 
for one of the country’s largest instrument con- 
cerns. In 1911 he returned to St. Louis and joined 
the mechanical department of Washington Uni- 
versity, where he came to the notice of Dr. Joseph 
Erlanger, now professor emeritus of physiology. 
In collaboration with Dr. Erlanger, Bauer set up a 
shop at 1806 Locust street, the first machine shop 
for experimental work in physiology west of the 
Mississippi, and many of the pieces of. physiology 
apparatus developed there are still being used.

TWENTY-SIX YEARS AGO Bauer built one of 
the first basal metabolism machines in existence. 
He also constructed the first baby incubator for 
St.- Louis Children’s Hospital, developed some of 
the earliest blood culture machines, made one of 
the first true stethoscope bells and developed for 
the late noted St. Louis surgeon, Dr. Willard 
Bartlett, special bone drills and numerous pieces 
of bone-cutting equipment.

Ribbon for Trimming Tree

HERE’S a certain kind of rib- 
bon in the stores that does 
tricks — satintone ribbonette. 
It’s the most gleaming of satins, 
on both sides and it comes in a 
wonderful full palette of colors. 
Unlike other ribbons ribbonette 
is crisp, to shape bows that never 
droop and into ornaments for 
Christmas tree trimming. 
Ribbonette is made of fine 
yarns held together with glue, 
and all you must do to make links 
for a’ chain is to cut four-inch 
lengths; ‘moisten one end of each 
and hold it briefly to the other— 
the ribbonette stays in a circle 
without the aid of extra adhesive. 
See lower right sketches E. 
Se = * 


WITH SPOOLS of ribbonette 
in a half dozen bright colors a 
tree-full of trimmings can 
made in no time. Chains go so 
fast there’s soon enough to lace 
the evergreen from tip-top star 
to the base. First cut lengths 
from every spool to make it easy 
to alternate the colors. 

For decorations to hang from 
tree branches, learn to. make the 
standard bows, pompoms, formal 
bows and spring bows, and the 
variations of these that take the 
unusual shapes. 

The secret of making this bow 
is to loop the ribbonette as shown 
in the sketches indicated by A. 


Notice that loops form figure 8s, 
one after another and separate 
rather than one atop the other. 
Continue looping the ribbonette 
until there are enough Ildéops for 
half the pompom and tie them 
together. Then make the other 
half to match and tie the two 
halves together to form a full 
flower-like bow.

THE BOW at center left, B, is 
an inverted formal bow. It’s made 
by -leoping -+the. ribbonette .-as 
shown, with one loop atop the 
other and each wider than the 
last. Loops are turned inside out 
to make the inverted shape and 
the bow is an interesting orna- 
ment hung on the tree upside 
down. 

Butterfly and bell ornaments 
start with spring bows. A spring 
bow looks like a spring—see the 
sketch at top left, C. 

The bell is merely a matter of 
creasing the ribbonette in a 
spring bow.

The butterfly is a double spring 
bow.

Preparing Walls for Wallpaper. 

F you want to hang wallpaper 
on a new plaster wall or one 

that has never been painted or 
that has been papered and the 
paper removed, the surface must 
be coated with a glue size. Before 
this is done the wall should be 
washed clean and any cracks 
filled with patching plaster. Glue 
size comes in packages and the 
directions for mixing and apply- 
ing are printed in big letters on 
the container. One coat will 
usually do the trick. 

It may be that you want to 
paper over a wall that has been 
previously painted and this calls 
for special treatment because 
wallpaper paste applied directly 
to the painted surface won't stick 
very well. What you do here is 
first wash the wall down with 
warm water and washing soda. 
This will kill the gloss of the 
paint so that the paste will stick. 
Any glossy spots not caught by 
the washing soda can be fixed up 
by a light sanding. Now you have 
to wipe the wall down with or- 
dinary vinegar to neutralize the 
washing soda. 

On walls finished with calci- 
mine or a non-washable paint, the 
finish must be scrubbed off and 
the surface then treated with a 
glue size such as used. on new 
plaster walls.

HE Florida orange séason {s 

swinging into its height. Per- 

haps you think there isn’t a 
season for oranges any more, and 
to some extent you are right. 
Since frozen orange juice con- 
centrate has been available, there 
has been no problem about start- 
ing your day off with your fa- 
vorite breakfast fruit. 


Now and for many months to 
come, however, the markets are 
and will be well stocked with the 
fruit itself. The crop is énormous 
and you may find it worthwhile 
to get out the juicer and pre- 
pare your own. Every five pounds 
of fruit, regardless of size, will 
yield one quart of juice. You 
will often find the oranges sell- 
ing at a bargain price when ship- 
ments are : large. 


Then, there is an unusually 
large crop of Temple oranges 
that are ideal for eating out of 
hand or for using in salads, cups 
and compotes and for garnishing. 


The sweet-sour flavor of the 
orange makes it appropriate for 
use with meat as well as in des- 
serts. We like it unpeeled and 
sliced as a garnish and also in 
sauces. In these, either the slices 
or cut sections of the fruit may 
be used. 


The easiest way of sectioning 
is to pare the whole fruit, being 
careful to take off all the white 
membrane with the peel. With a

sharp knife the pieces can be 
easily removed. 

For an attractive dessert, the 
fruit may be halved, the sections 
removed and replaced in the 
shells. It may be garnished with 
small pieces of wunpared, red 
apple and coconut. Fruit pre- 
pared this way will serve either 
as a first course or as dessert. 

Veal Cutlet Orlando. 

One and a half pounds veal 
shoulder steak; salt; pepper; four 
tablespoons fat; one third cup 
cream; two thirds cup orange 
juice; rind of one orange; two 
tablespoons corn. sirup; one- 
eighth teaspoon mace; one cup 
orange slices. 

Have veal cut one inch thick 
and sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per. Rub flour into the meat and 
brown in fat. Combine remaining 
ingredients and pour over the 
veal. Cover tightly and simmer 
slowly one hour. Garnish with 
orange slices. Yield: six servings. 

Stuffed Orange Shells. 

Three oranges; one half cup 
chopped, unpeeled red apple; one 
third cup shredded coconut 
(dried, fresh or frozen). 

Cut oranges in half and remove 
the pulp, saving the shells. If 
desired, flute edges of orange 
shells. Dice orange pulp, combine 
with apple and coconut, chill well 
and return to orange shells to 
serve. Garnish with bits of un- 
pared red apple.
